Evrelnov is an arfstoerat by 
birth— a member of the hated and 
persecuted Czarlstlc regime in Rus- 
sia prior to the establishment of 
the Soviet government. The reper- 
cowtons of .gpvemmental changes 
wromht haaw frith the ordered 
rou^'OfMi mti mm. opfNOMd 
with hate arid 'bttteuieaB, biit un- 
able to express them, he found It 
necessary to pretend happiness un- 
der the Soviet rule. So, to him the 
chief thing became a pretense, an 
Illusion of happiness. 

Taking his cue from actual life 
in Ruaiia. Evrelnov wrote "The 
Chief Thing," in which he uses the 
theater as Ufe itself, thereby indi- 
cating that the ehlef thing in the 
theatrical world should be an U- 
luslon of . happiness, ttoui which 
must necei|BariIy arise some degree 
of happiness in the world. 

The story is about a man who 
hires skilled actors of the legitimate 
stage and places them in a board- 
ing house owned and operated by 
members of the lower working class 
in order to create happiness for 
them.
